Br th-* Associated Press 
NEW YORK, Oct. 26. —- School 
teachers will examine every pupil 
Iii New York November 9 to de­ 
term ine their physical fitness. The 
departm ent of health set aside the 
day to stimulate interest of the 
teachers in their work, expecting 
them to more quickly detect physi­ 
cal defectives 
and 
report them 
promptly to the school physician. 
For 23 years a department of 
% health doctor or nurse has visited 
% each public and parochial school 
in New York daily. The teachers 
report to them any child exhibiting 
Signs of illness. Nurses examine all 
pupils monthly for contagious eye 
and skin diseases and pronounced 
physical shortcomings. Those hav­ 
ing symptoms of contagious dis­ 
eases are immediately sent home. 
In this way contagious diseases 
have been held under control here. 
This was shown in the influenza ep­ 
idemics which tfere checked in the 
schools so forcibly that attendance 
was proportionately as great as du­ 
ring th© same period in other years 
and the sickness and death rate 
was lower in the five to fifteen- 
year-old group than for any other 
period of life. 
The health department expects to 
m ake vigorous search for unhealthy 
pupils in the future. Most of the 
men rejected for war service, it 
has been noted, had defects which 
could easily have been prevented 
or corrected during childhood.

CHOLERA RACING 


IN WEST CHINA 


By the Associated Press 
NEW YORK, Oct. 26.— As a re­ 
sult of the frequent movements of 
Chinese troops in Szchuan province, 
West China, cholera has been spread 
more extensively recently than in 
the last 20 years. This is the opin­ 
ion of Prof. Daniel S. Rye, of West 
China Union University, expressed 
in a letter to Rev. W. R. Taylor, 
a representative of the American 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society in 
China, now on furlough here. 
The disease has caused 
great 
ravages in Tungchwan, Chungking 
and Chengtu, as well a.s many of 
the smaller villages. Americans and 
Europeans 
are virtually 
immune, 
Professor Dye said, due largely to 
the unusual precautions observed by 
them in the preparation of food and 
in the matter of hygiene and diet. 
The first graduates of the uni­ 
versity medical school, who recently 
received their diplomas, are serving 


as internes in hospitals in the pro­ 
vince. 
Professor Dye was formerly a 
member of the faculty of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin. He is a native 
of New Matamoras, Ohio.
